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Cheating 
The Military 


President Eisenhower has 
asked the Congress to enact 
measures which will encourage 
officers and én- 
listed men to 
remain in the 
military serv- 
ices and make 
a career. A 
crisis is at 
hand. 

Too many are 
leaving. 

The Presi- 
dent is right. 

But, let him ? 
rebuke his own administration. 

It has permitted the ‘free en- 
terprise’’ phonies to discourage 
the military profession by re- 
moving most of its legitimate 
fringe benefits. 

The Republicans have allowed 
greedy critics of the military to 
reduce the privileges, which 
ought to go with a relatively low- 
paid Army, Navy, or Marine 


Corps service, to the barest min- 
imum. 


The loan-shark-type merchants 
about the Army posts, including 
the gamblers and the slot-ma- 
chine boys, all fight against the 
PX and post favors of the Amer- 
ican military man. 


The administration has given 
aid and comfort to these. 


The result is that these greedy 
ones, like the scoundrels who 
wrap themselves in the flag for 
profit, have been inspired to 
drape the mantle of ‘free enter- 
prise’ about themselves in order 
to squeeze the military personnel. 


The Republican administration 
shortsightedly has joined in por- 
traying the officers and enlisted 
men.of the United States Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps as a lot 
of free-loading spongers on the 
American taxpayer. 

Crisis 

The American officer and en- 
listed ‘man, with reason, feel the 
administration has joined to pic- 
ture them as fellows living in 
luxury while the poor taxpayer 
moans in his chains. It is aston- 
ishing ‘the President, with his 
knowledge of what the post and 
PX privileges mean to an Army 
family, would allow the political 
sharks in his organization to So 
insult the American serviceman 
—enlisted and commissioned— 
without strong dissent. 

We now are at a crisis. 

An officer, especially one with 
even a modicum of scientific or 
engineering training, can go into 
legitimate free enterprise and 
make triple what he does in the 
armed services. 

A sergeant, corporal or enlisted 
man with a knowledge of how to 
maintain automobiles, aircraft en- 
gines, or tanks, can greatly in- 
crease his Army salary. 

That’s where we now are. 


Since 1952 the fringe benefits, 
which enabled an enlisted man or 
an officer to remain in service, 
have been eliminated. 


The shysters who deal in high 
markups have been allowed to re- 
duce the PX and Army post ad- 
vantages to the status of some- 
thing shameful. The more rapa- 
cicux have sought to array the 
public against the military by pro- 
testing against the PX operation.

Funds Set 


$3 Million Reactor

Georgia Tech officials hope to 
start construction of a radioactive- 
isotopes laboratory on the campus 
here this fall—first stage of a giant 
nuclear science program of edu- 
cation and research given the 
green light Wednesday by Gov. 
Griffin. . 

Griffin announced an immediate 
appropriation of $300,000 to Tech 
for the program and said he will 
ask the 1957 General Assembly to 
provide some ~$3,000,000 for an 
atomic reactor ‘“‘big enough for 


industrial and commercial re- 
search uses,”’ 


GRADUATE STUDIES 


The initial $300,000 grant, allo- 
cated at the request of the Uni- 
versity System Board of Regents, 
is earmarked for (1) the labora- 
tory and (2) establishment of a 
program to train student engi- 
neers and scientists at the grad- 
uate level in nuclear technology. 


Dr. Paul Weber, acting Tech 
president, said the. new training 
program will be placed into effect 
at the beginning of the academic 
year in September. He pointed 
out thdt some members of the

CITES TECH NEED 
Griffin cemmented that this 


week’s announcement of the Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corp. atomic air- 
craft project in Dawson Coutinty 
pointed up the need for a nuclear 
program at Tech. The governor 
added that he had delayed an- 
nouncement of his plans until aft- 
er the Lockheed statement but is 
making the money available so 
that new Tech courses may be set 
up without delay. 

“Growth of peacetime uses of 
atomic energy has brought about 
a great demand for engineers 
and scientists trained in nuclear 
science,’’ Griffin declared. ‘In 
Georgia Tech the state has the 
leading engineering education and 
research agency in the entire 
South. Studies indicate that Tech 
is now ready to expand its activi- 
ties in the atomic energy field.”’ 


ISOLATED SITE 


A Tech spokesman said _ the 
hoped-for nuclear reactor would 
not be built on the downtown cam- 
pus but ‘‘probably in some iso- 
lated area.’’ 


Dr. Weber expressed apprecia- 
tion to the governor and regents 
for ‘‘confidence in Tech,"’ adding: 
“This is the beginning of a pro- 
gram that will make Tech one of 
the major nuclear technological 
centers in the nation.”

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Democrats at Last 
Get Cheerful News 


It has been a cold and austere spring 
for the Democratic Party, and for its 
titular head, Adlai Stevenson, in par- 
ticular. But, the latest news is encourag- 
ing. There may yet be a chance to salvage 
the Democratic Party as a national force. 

The news items were three in number. 

In his home state of Illinois former 

Gov. Stevenson swamped the much- 
promoted “write-in” vote for Sen. Estes 
Kefauver. The senator’s organization had 
ect a goal of 10 per cent of the vote. 
It fell far short of that. 
* While late returns put President Ei- 
senhower slightly ahead of Stevenson, 
the GOP total, in a ract with isolationist 
opposition for the President, was far short 
of the 1952 percentage which Mr. Eisen- 
hower had when he carried the state by 
a half million majority. 

The Illinois result somewhat deflated 
the Kefauver boom and restored some of 
the Stevenson prestige. 

The Gallop Poll shows that while the 
genator’s showing in New Hampshire, 
where he was unopposed, and in Minne- 
sota, where he won a smashing victory, 
have pushed him well up in popular favor, 
he still trails Stevenson. 

Third in news importance is a state 
item. In Texas Sen. Lyndon Johnson has 
made ‘himself “available” for nomination 
at the Democratic primary as the Lone 
Star State’s “favorite son.” 

This will have the effect of bringing 
a united Texas party to the convention 
and should have a wholesome influence 
on other Southern states. Gov. Allan 
Shivers, who went Republican in 1952, 
and who yet is regarded as an Eisen- 
hower supporter, persists in his attempt 
to split the Texas delegation. Sen. John- 
son's decision was made reluctantly, but 
of necessity. He is not expected to be an 
aggressive candidate for the nomination 
but will be nominated to hold the Texas 
votes together until delegates can see 
which way the candidates are running. 

This modest array of news is the first 
good tidings the Stevenson forces have 
had all spring.

Nuclear Research Gets 
Needed Boost at Tech 


Gov. Marvin Griffin has moved with 
commendable forthrightness in announc- 
ing an immediate appropriation of $300,- 
000 to Georgia Tech for inauguration of 
a program of “education and research” 
in nuclear science. 

The future is going to be largely an 
electronic-nuclear one. And Georgia Tech 
is the natural center for research, not 
merely in Georgia but in the Southeast. 

The governor and friends of Georgia 
Tech will do well to seek additional 
substantial funds from foundations and 
from large industrial companies devoting 
much of their future to nuclear projects. 

Gov. Griffin further states he will ask 
the 1957 General Assembly for a sum, 
estimated now at about three million dol- 
lars, to build a nuclear reactor at Tech 
‘large enough for industrial and, com- 
mercial research.” a 

This is important news. It means that 
Georgia Tech, as the leading technical 
ingtitution in the Southeast, will not be 
left at the post in this new and vital 
field. Eastern technological schools are 
further along, and Georgia Tech’s friends 
will need to assist the governor and the 
Legislature in the drive, now begun, to 
give to Georgia and the South a center of 
nuclear research for our students and 
our industrial future.

Scientist, Engineer Shortages 
Are a Threat to U.S, Security 


There has been much worried talk of late about the country’s 


shortage of scientists and engineers. 


named a distinguished committee 
gest what needs to be done. 

Both security and progress are 

at stake. The congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee announced last 
month that Russia is now training 
about twice as many scientists and 
engineers annually as we are. Re- 
purtedly, America now has jobs 
waiting for 40,000 additional engi- 
neers, whereas only about 27,000 
will be graduated this year. 
_ Competition for this new college 
trained talent is fierce, forcing be- 
ginning salaries for engineers into 
the $400-§425 a month range, and 
occasionally higher. Such lush re- 
wards are boosting enrolments. 

More money in engineers’ pay 
envelopes and engineering college 
budgets won't be enough for a 
quick, complete solution. The num- 
ber of high school graduates pre- 
pared to enter engineering and 
seience schools is extemely limited. 
Because of a low wartime birth 
vate, high school enrolments are 
in a slump. And a smaller per- 
centage of pupils take mathematics 
and science courses than formerly. 

Biame is laid variously on 
lowered high school standards, stu- 
dent preference for easy subjects, 
parental attitudes, outdated cur- 
riculums and methods, uninspired 
teaching and a shortage of science 
and math teachers. 

The teacher shortage, at both 
high school and college levels, is 
worse because of the higher re- 
wards industry now offers those 
with scientific or engineering tal- 
ents. Yet it is unlikely that teach-

ing salaries can be brought up to 
what industry will pay in this boom 
period. 

It has been proposed that needed 
teachers be drafted to mect the 
emergency, or loaned by industry. 
Accelerated training programs in 
engineering colleges have been 
suggested to increase their output. 

Considerable is being done to in- 
crease skills and usefulness of 
those already employed in techni- 
cal posts. 

It is essential, though, to find 
out whether the shortages are 
actually as acute as pictured, and 
in what categories. Admittedly all 
engineers and scientists aren't 
being fully used at top capacity. 
Too few technicians and mechanics 
without college degrees get oppor- 
tunity to develop and use their full 
skills. 

The committee faces a highly 
difficult but vital task in getting 
the whole facts and putting all 
phases of the situation into proper 
perspective. Here's a spot where 
American government, business 
and education cannot afford just 
to “muddle through.”’

Death Isn’t Illusion, 
But a Real Promise 


James Weldon Johnson wrote a wonderful 
poem which he called “Go Down Death. It 
came out of his childhood memories of the ser- 


mons of the old Negro preachers. 


One of the verses reads: ng 


“And God said: Go down, Death, go down—Go' down to Sa- 
vannah, Georgia—Down in Yamacraw—And find Sister Caroline— 
She’s borne the burden and heat of the day—She’s labored long in 
My vineyard—And she’s tired~She’s weary—Go down, Death, and 


bring her to Me.” 

The poem ends with these words: 
“Weep not, weep not — She is not 
dead — She’s resting in the bosom 
of Jesus.”’ 

Peter Marshall, in his sermon 
entitled ‘‘Go Down Death,” tells a 
wonderful story of a little boy with 
an incurable illness. Month after 
month the mother tenderly nursed 
him. But as the time went by the 
little fellow gradually began to un- 
derstand he would not live. One 
day he quietly said, ‘‘Mother, what 
is it like to die? Mother, does it 
hurt?”’ 

Tears filled the mother’s eyes 
and she fled to the kitchen to see 
about something on the stove. She 
knew the question must be faced. 
She leaned against the kitchen cab- 
inet, her knuckles pressed white 
against the wall, and breathed a 
hurried prayer, ‘‘Lord, tell me how 
to answer him.” And the Lord did 
tell her, immediately she knew 
what to say. ' 


She returned to his room. ‘‘Ken- 
neth,” she said, “‘you \remember 
when you were a tiny boy you used 
to play so hard, when night came 
you would be too tired even to un- 
dress and you would tumble into 
mother’s bed and fall asleep? That 
was not your. bed... it was not 
where you belonged.

ken dreams; broken hearts and so 
many more things. 

It is as John said, “And God 
shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former things 
are passed away” Revelation

Congress Failures 


Attributed to GOP 


WASHINGTON—Republican leaders seem over- 
eager to brand Congress, which is just reassem- 
bling for the ‘second and critical half of the present 
session, as a ‘“‘donothing’’ Congress. 


President Eisenhower signifi- 


cantly has refused to be drawn into such premature criticism. 
There are three reasons, I think, why such criticism is unwise 


and may well prove to be wrong. 

Then the Republican campaign- 
ers will be stuck with an unsup- 
portable claim which will rebound 
to their disadvantage. Almost in- 
variably Congress does its major 
work in the second half of the 
session. It is far too early to judge 
the end results. 

The Eisenhower administration 
needs Democratic votes in this 
Democratic-controlled Congress if 


‘it is to have a ghost of a chance 


to get a fair amount of the Presi- 


dent’s program into law. Empty’ 


partisan bickering won’t help in 
the least. It will, in fact, make 
stalemate moré likely — and this 
will hurt Congress and help neither 
side. 


Finally, a substantial bloc of Re- 
publican votes have contributed to 
nearly every administration set- 
back. It remains to be seen whether 
the voters are going to look with 
favor upon the Republican congres- 
sional record, however little or 
much legislation finally emerges. 


There are deep cleavages within 
both parties in Congress and there 
are no visible signs that they are 
being bridged. 

The Dem@crats are divided 
among the traditional Northern and 
Western New Dealers, the mod- 
erates led by Senate Majority Lead- 
er Lyndon Johnson and Speaker 
Sam Rayburn who, more than all 
others are holding the party to-

Again, just before the Easter re- 
cess, the House Ways and Means 
Committee voted 17 to 7 to sup- 
port Mr. Eisenhower’s recom- 
mendation that the United States 
join the organization for trade co- 
operation in a move to widen two- 
way trade in the free world. Looks 
like a nice victory for the Presi- 
dent. But there is a worm .in the 
apple. The Republican members of 
the committee voted 6 to 4 against 
Mr. Eisenhower. The Democratic 
members voted 13 to 1 for Mr. 
Eisenhower. The Democrats 
backed the President overwhelm- 
ingly; the Republicans would have 
defeated him. 

The Republican leaders will be 
making a serious mistake if they 
assume that President Eisen- 
hower’s popularity with the voters 
will assure the Republicans regain- 
ing control of Congress this fall.

nomination and chairman of its delegation to the Chicago convention, 
which now has his consent, is a multifold political enterprise that could 
have significunt effects on the party’s course. 


Broadly, the Texas senator would 
offer a rallying point for what he 
calls the ‘‘moderates” of the South.

any names at this point.”’

Dr. Brown told regents a com- 
mittee of Tech alumni and fac- 
ulty members, set up to screen 
recommendations for the Tech 
presidency, has checked ‘‘more 
than 80 possibilities.”’ 

These include ‘‘about 10 or 12” 
persons of national reputation 
who would be ‘‘top drawer candi- 
dates,’’ he said, some 40, includ- 
ing many Southerners, regarded 
as “‘good material,”’ and a third 
group ‘‘not being seriously con- 
sidered.’”’ 

Dr. Brown said it was possible 
regents might wish to select a 
Southern educator from the sec- 


ond group for Tech's top post. 


» At the regents’ meeting the 
board approved preliminary plans 
for six new buildings in the 
system.

Rookie Outfielder Teanis With ‘Jinx’ Wingo 
To Spoil Atlanta Opener Before, 3,349 Turnout

BIRMINGHAM, April 11—Rookie outfielder:Gerry MacKay turned the opening 
night production at Rickwood Field into a one-man show Wednesday night when he 
drove in seven runs via three homers as Birmingham clobbered Atlanta, 10-5. 


Shortly after they raised the 
Southern Association curtain on 
3,349 shivering fans, the torrid 
24-year-dld MacKay chilled Glenn 
Thompson and the Crackers with 
a grand-slam clout. 

After this 360-foot shot over 
the right-field barrier, MacKay 
came back for an encore with 

a fourth-inning round-tripper. 
However, John Jicyik, one of 
six imports from Binghamton, 
beat him to the punch this time, 
drilling Thompson for a tre- 
mendous third-inning homer 
atop the right-field pavilion. 
MacKay, a lean left-handed 

swinger who poled 17 homers and 
batted .371 for El Paso of the 
Class B West Texas League last 
year, then completed the most 
auspicious debut a rookie ever 
made in the Southern with an- 
other homer in the eighth. 

By that time, Thompson was in 
the shower, but MacKay failed to 
notice that reliefer Jim Spencer 
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was throwing left-handed. There 
was one on when he drove Spen- 
cer’s serve into the right-field 
seats, boosting his RBI total to 
seven. 

Since the Barons didn’t bat in 
the ninth, MacKay didn’t crack 
the Southern RBI record of 10, 
which is held by Wayne Belardi. 
His three-homer explosion, how- 
ever, marked the first time a 
Baron has accomplished the feat 
since Lou Damman did it in 1950. 

MacKay’s booming bat en- 
abled right-hander John Wingo 
to pick up right where he left 
off last year when he beat At- 
lanta five times. 

But the Norcross native re- 
quired a last-out relief lift from 
lefty Jim O’Reilly in the ninth. 
Two runs were in and the bases 
were loaded when O'Reilly 
strolled in and fanned Bill Rob- 
ertson for the final out. 


Even so, the rookie Robertson 
was the nearest thing the Crack- 
ers had to a hero. He put Clyde 


King’s men back jin contention, 
momentarily, with a bases-loaded 
three-run double in the fifth. 
From a Birmingham viewpoint, 
the game was a rousing success 
everywhere except the box office. 
The slim turnout, a result of cool 
weather and threatening rain, 
was the lowest here in 10 years.
